FOR GRANO JURY 


Former Adams County Man Ac­ 
cused of Diverting Company 
Funds to His Own Tse 
in ^ ork. 


J. A. Slothful-, of York, formerly 
of E a st Berlin and said to be well 
known in Adams 
county, 
through 
sales activities, w as held under bail 
for the April session of the court of 
quarter sessions of 
York 
county, 
Monday evening a t a hearing before 
Alderman W alter 
F. 
Owen on a 
charge of fraudulent conversion of 
property. 
Slothour 
was 
charged 
with fraudulently withholding, con­ 
verting and applying the proceeds of 
a check, dated September 26, 1925, for 
$600, drawn on the York National 
Bank and made payable to the West 
York Motor Company, wffiieh was en­ 
trusted to his care by Grace E. H. 
Fleming, for the purpose of endors­ 
ing it as tho president of the West 
York Motor Company, and immediate­ 
ly forw arding it or the proceeds there­ 
of to the E ast Berlin National Bank, 
in paym ent of a promissory note of 
Jacob F. Fleming, husband of the com­ 
plainant. 
It was further 
averred 
th at the defendant converted the pro­ 
ceeds oLthe check to his ow’n use anti 
benefit or to the use and benefit of 
some other person contrary to the 
law. 
Slothour was arrested in York on 
the afternoon of January 30 by Con­ 
stable Roy Ruhl. 
During the hearing 
it 
developed 
th at counsel for the commonwealth 
had secured access to the books and 
records of the W est York Motor Com­ 
pany, and no record of the check was 
to be found. 
The check was cashed 
at the bank and bears the signature 
of the secretary of the company. 
TlV^s was the second charge of this 
nature against Slothour ta be heard 
before Alderman Owen, for on a pre­ 
vious occasion Slothour was prose­ 
cuted by George P. Spangler, York, 
and the case was held for the Ja n ­ 
uary sessions of the court, during 
which Slothour was indicted.

Company, and later operated by the 
Cumberland V alley Railroad. 
“The Mont A lto S ta te F orest Park 
is named for the Mont Alto Furnaces 
which were located nearby.

nace property em braced thousands of 
acres of mountain land owmed by one 
o f the early iron 
m asters, Colonel 
W iestling, who

inember of an early com m ittee ap­ 
pointed by Governor Beaver to make 
a report to the state legislature on j 
the forest situation in Pennsylvania.
